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Selectmen hatch own budget 


The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Monday night took a 
stand against the releasing of 23 
employees slated to be cut from 
the town payroll. 

Meeting in executive session, 
the selectmen reviewed the 
budget, in many cases voting 
against the recommendations of 
the Finance Committee. The 
adjourned annual town meeting 
on June 13 will ha final say 
as to whose budget recom- 
mendations will prevail 

‘The selectmen went through the 
budget, department by depart- 
ment, restoring funding for jobs 
that are occupied. To make up the 
funding, they foted no money for 
pay raises, 

They did not vote to fund 
positions that would be lost by 
attrition, Their recommendations 
do not apply to the schapl budget, 
which is prepared by the School 
Committee. 

“If the school department is 
concerned that we're not laying 
off and they are, they have a half 
million set aside from raises,” 
said Bob Cain, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen on Tuesday 


Historical 


The Wilmington Selectmen 
heard the pleas and complaints of 
a varied group of residents at 
their meeting of Monday night 
June 1 

The first people to appear 
before the board were Mindy 
Murphy and Evelyn Kaminski of 
the Historical Commission with a 
plea that the sglectmen revoke 
the right’ granted fo the 
Spotlighters for the use of the 
barn at Harnden Tavern as a 
storage area for their materials. 
Kaminski said that she has 
continually tried to get them to 
leave, but they refuse to go, 
saying that the selectmen gave 
them permission to use the barn 
She said, too, that since the 
Spotlighters came in the condition 
of the barn has steadily declined. 
She said the fire chief concurred 
with her saying that the 
housekeeping is bad, there is an 
excess fire load, access to and 
from the structure is poor, and 
*... the materials are there to 
start an intentional fire.” 

“The second staircase is 
completely blocked by cardboard 
and wood," Kaminski told the 
selectmen. She said that the 
Historical Commission could use 
this site for meetings and other 


activities. “Frankly,” she said. 
“they have abused their 
priviedge.”” 


When Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Robert Cain 
suggested that they wait until the 
Spotlighters could come in to 
defend themselves, Kaminski 
quipped, “May I suggest that 
before you call them in you go 
down and look at it yourselves.”” 

Cain agreed that the selectmen 
should send someone down to look 
at the structure, but the entire 
board felt as he did that no 
decision should be made until 
they heard from the Spotlighters. 
They moved to table this 
discussion until their meeting of 
July 13. 

Murphy then told the board that 
she feels that the Tavern should 
be made available to the public as 
often as possible, but with her 
already busy schedule of pianning 
projects and other such activities 
for the Tavern, she would not be 
able to devote the kind of time 


The deliberations on the town 
budget had been underway for 
several months when things 
suddenly changed two weeks ago. 
The town manager ani 
that an additional $676,000 had 
become available for the budget 

When the Finance Committee 
voted its budget recom- 
mendations last week, it restored 
several positions that had been 
initially cut. It also voted $175,000 
for pay raises 

Presently only one of the town's 
four bargaining units has a 
contract that includes a raise for 


fiscal year 1982. The firefighters’ 
union, which was the first to 
agree to last year's contract, 
signed a two year contract last 
fall. The contract calls for an 
eight percent raise in 1981 and a 
six percent raise in 1982 

The other bargaining units 
signed their contracts after 
Proposition 212 had been voted, 
settling for a six percent contract 
for one year. 

Negotiations have been un- 
derway to persuade the 
firefighters to forego their raise 
in favor of retaining positions. 


$69.13 tax rate 
predicted 


Wilmington’s tax rate for fiscal 
year 1982 has been predicted at 
$69.14 by the chairman of the 
Finance Committee. 

The fircom last week com. 
pleted its recommendations on 
the town budget, which has a total 
of $16,861,070. Of that, $7,517,832 
are in the town manager's 
budget, and $7,678,588 are in the 


school committee budget 
Twenty-four thousand, six hun: 
dred dollars has been approved 
for warrant articles, and 
$1,640,000 for statutory charges. 

‘The total tax levy for the town.is 
$11,234,875. The remaining 
$5,626,195 comes from available 
funds, and other sources. 

‘The 1981 tax rate was $80.50.

The selectmen decided to_wait 
until their June 13 meeting to 
handle this question as well, 
saying that they would be in a 
better position at that time to 
make a decision. 

Selectman Rocco DePaquale 
suggested that the Historical 
Commission think about taking on 
the costs of the tavern with the 
backing of some other group like 
the Minutemen, Kaminski 
wondered what would happen if 
they took it on and then found out 
they were unable to maintain it. 
“If you couldn't absorb it,” 
DePasquale said," you would 
have to drop it back.” 

Cain noted that the selectmen 
could not turn over the contract of 
a building without town meeting 
approval. He asked the com- 
mission to think about it, but once 
again discussion was halted until 
July 13. 

The board then heard from J.A 
Bonfilio who had purchased

Mrs. Ingram asked that if Mr 
Romano from the health 
department does happen to be 
there when an odor is present 
what can he do. The selectmen 
were uncertain as to the 
procedure in such cases and were 
unable to provide a definite 
response to her question 

‘T've been fighting this 
problem for nine or 10 years and 
Mr. Romano has not once smelled 
anything,” Scholastico said 

Rocco DePasquale suggested 
the formation of a new bylaw 
study committee to study matters 
such as this. He said that if such 
problems can not be controlled, 
the product should ‘...be banned 
from the town of Wilmington.”

Caterpillars wreak havoc on trees 


*~ A plague of gypsy moth cat- 
;, erpillars has been munching on 
eaves in Wilmington, Tewksbury 
ind many other towns in the area. 
felephone calls and other forms 
xf complaints have overwhelmed 
own officials, but there seems to 

ve little that they can do. 
Wilmington has been con- 
jucting a spraying program, but 
ias spent the last of its money. 
fewksbury has no funds for 


spraying. 

An aerial spraying program 
1as be€" conducted in North 
Reading, at a cost of $42,000. The 
20st of-such a program in 
Tewksbury has been estimated at 
$60,000 and in Wilmington at 
$75,000, Neither town has money 
for such work. 

One Wilmington woman con- 
tends that what is needed is 

“brains, not money. Mrs. Ruth 
Kitchener spoke on the problem 
at the Wilmington selectmen's 
meeting Monday night, urging the 


town to week help from 
Washington. She said her Aldrich 
Road home was covered with the 
caterpillars, Her neighbor, Neil 
Woodside, said that he had held a 
birthday party for his daughter, 
but nobody would go near his 
house. It was covered with 
caterpillars. 

Rare is the house that doesn’t 
have at least some caterpillars. 
Heavy infestations are common. 

Damage to trees has begun to 
show. The favorite of the cater- 
pillars seems to be the white oak, 
but they will eat most any tree. A 
deciduous (leaf) tree can survive 
one year without leaves. A second 
such year will probably kill the 
tree. Conifers, though, can be 
killed in a single stripping by 
caterpillars. The needles are too 
slow to grow back, and the tree 
loses its source of food. 

Chemical sprays provide some 
protection against the cater- 
pillars. The insecticide carbaryl,

The town 
of Wilmington has also been 
spraying with Malathion. 

A biological control, called 
DiPel, is effective in the early 
stages of caterpillar growth. 
Many caterpillars are beyond 
that stage already. 

Wilmington Tree Warden 
Thomas Sullivan has issued the 
following statement 

The Tree Department is doing 
roadside spraying, reaching as 
far as possible on to private 
property. 

Gypsy Moth is now more or less 
in the third or fourth instars 
(growth stage), which is the 
larger caterpillar, causing the 
foliage to disappear more 
rapidly 

At last there are now few to no 


first instars which apparently 
cause some kind of contact 
dermatitis in some people. Later 
instars are not the cause of so 
many complaints of itching skin. 
Repeated spraying every few 
days of the trunk and lower limbs 
with small garden type sprayers, 
using contact spray chemicals 
will often aid in reducing the 
defoliation impact. As cater- 
pillars crawl up and down the 
trunk for various reasons they 
will have to crawl over the 
pesticides. 

Also spray applied around the 
base of the tree a few feet out- 
ward from the trunk will expose 
the larvae as they spin down and 
try to crawl to the tree. Many 
people would prefer this method 
rather than to attempt barrier

School Committee wrestles with impact of 2'% 


Echoes of Proposition 2% were 
heard as the Wilmington School 
Committee discussed some of the 
problems that are likely to arise 
from cuts in the school budget at 
its meeting on Wednesday night, 
May 27. 

John Biase spoke on behalf of 
the Special Education Dept., 
saying that he understands how 
difficult it is for the school 
committee “ . . to try to im- 
plement Prop. 24 and stay within 
the law under 766." He said that if 
the committee and his depart- 
ment continue to work together as 
they have in the past, he is certain 
that all problems can be ironed 
out. “I didn’t come here with an 
axe to grind,” Biase said. ‘I'm 
really here to offer our help. . .to 
work with you in any way 
possible."* 

In response to Biase’s com- 
ment, School Committee 
Chairman, Les White replied that 
the Special Education Dept 
should ‘‘...make the school 
committee aware of any 
problems that (they) see 
arising." 

Biase also raised other key 
questions. Will the Special 
Education Dept. be able to give 
the services required? Will 
transportation be given? Will 
they be able to monitpr-to see if — 
the cutbacks have‘fiad serious 
effects on the services provided to 
the children? Since no one in the 
room at the time was able to 
provide a definite response to 
these questions, the committee 
decided to invite the director of 
Special Education to a future 
meeting so that the answers can 
be obtained. 

The community “‘...must live up 
to its obligations in a responsible 
way," Biase said, “I hope to see 
special attention given to the kids 
in 766 because they need special 
attentign and guidance." 

The Special Education Dept 
was not the only one to feel the 
blunt edge of Prop. 2%. High 
School Principal George 
Eisenberg and Assistant Prin- 
cipal John Lynch also noted the 
effects that the cuts as well as a 
lack of interest by the students for 
certain courses would have. 

In response to a question as to 
why the humanities program was 
dropped, Eisenberg replied that it 
was due to the **...loss of staff and 
lack of allocation of resources in 
order to cover the needs of the 
course.”’

justments also have to be made 
for space. The reading room, for 
example, will be converted to a 
basic studies room with micro - 
computers as well as reading 
materials. 

The two men then discussed the 
problems that they are currently 
facing with’ the scheduling of 
students for next fall. They noted 
that some courses were dropped 
after an initial sign-up because 
enrollment was too low, The 
minimum number of students 
allowed per classroom was 15. 
Some classes with 13 or 11 
students were combined 
wherever possible for scheduling 
purposes. 

A major problem area is the 
actual manner in which the 
scheduling is done. Eisenberg 
said that this year for the first 
time they are “...first scheduling 
tachers and then students to 
where the teachers are 
available."’ The reason that it is 
being done this way is that there 
are just enough rooms for the 
amount of teachers they have 
The master schedule, then, is 
based on teacher and room 
availability and not on the 
requests of students. In past 
years they were able to satisfy 85- 
9 percent of the students. 
“Come September, we'll be 
lucky if we satisfy one third of our 
students," Eisenberg said. 

Room conflicts result because 
they find a lack of available space 
in the first run of tests on the 
master schedule. In prior years 
they had more time to play with 
the schedule to work out such 
problems, Eisenberg said, but 
ndw they have to get the schedule 
out to the students by the end of 
the year so they can get their 
problems straightened out before 
they come back in September. 

Lynch told the committee that a 
problem is likely to result when a 
student signs up for two honors 
science and two honors foreign 
language courses and gets kicked 
out of one of them. He went on to 
say that “shops (were) the 
toughest areas to cut because of 
space In the automotive shop 
some were cut because they 
already signed up for a double 
period class Discipline 
problems result if it’s too crowded 

the students can not work as 
effectively."

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Plant will make money

At its April 25 town meeting, 
Wilmington residents voted to 
participate in a solid waste 
disposal project that involves the 
construction of a waste recovery 
plant in North Andover. 

Currently most communities 
take care of their waste by 
dumping it at certain landfill 
areas. “‘...But the cost of landfill 
is become exorbitant,” said Mary 
Miley of the Bureau of Solid 
Waste. She also said that as time 
goes on, fewer and fewer areas 
will be available for this pur- 
pose,"’...so a group of com- 
munities with solid waste 
problems got together and 
decided to get something to deal 
with these problems: The result 
of their meetings was the decision 
to attempt to build a solid waste 
recovery plant where almost all 
of the garbage could be turned 
into electic power with the 
residue used as an aggregate or 
landfill cover. 

Under the concept of a waste 
recovery plant, the trash is 
collected in a community in the 
same manner as it currently is, 
only instead of being hauled off 
and dumped somewhere, it would 
be taken either to a transfer 


station or directly to the plant, A” 


transfer station is a building 
where a few communities 
collectively take their waste 
before carting it off to the plant 
The decision to take it directly to 


the plant or toa transfer station is 
up to each city or town, Miley 
said, Once it arrives at the 
transfer station it is placed on 
trucks and proceeds to the plant. 

The garbage arrives at the 
facility unsorted and is dumped 
from the trucks into a storage pit. 
It then moves to feed hoppers by 
means of an overhead crane. 
Heavier waste is broken down 
before it continues any further. 

From the hoppers the waste is 
fed to the stokers where it is 
burned at a temperature of 
around 1800 degrees F. As the 
flammable matter agitates, part 
of the air seeps upward under 
pressure through a grate, which 
enables complete combustion to 
occur. 

The residue from the com- 
bustion process slowly moves 
down to the low side of the frate 


and into a water chamber to be 
extinguished and cooled. After 
this occurs, it is totally sterile and 
proceeds to the recovery unit. At 
this part of the process, iron and 
iron-ore metals are removed to be 
stored for later sale. 

Above and attached to the 
stoker is the waterwall steam 
boiler which is used to produce 
steam for electricity from the 
heat made in the burning of the 
waste-as mentioned earlier. The 
remaining residue is sold for 
landfill or aggregate cover. 

The benefits of such a process 
can be seen in the form of earned 
revenue. The New England 
Power Company has signed an 
agreement to buy back the 
electrical power produced by the 
plant at 90 percent of its value, 
and the communities involved in 
the project will receive 89% 


percent of the money from this 
sale. They will also earn an ad- 
ditional 50 percent of the proceeds 
from the sale of recovered 
metals. The generation of elec- 
trical power in this manner will 
also mean less dependence on 
foreign oil. 

Massachusetts Refusetech Inc., 
a wholly owned subsidiary of 
UOP was chosen to own and 
operate the plant to be built on 
Clark Road in North Andover. 
The North East Solid Waste 
Committee (NESWC) under the 
Bureau of Solid Waste Disposal 
has offered to provide legal, 
technical, and financial 
assistance to the communities 
involved in this project. A 20 year 
service agreement has been 
reached with their help 

Highlights of this agreement 
include UOP's guarantee of the 
contractual obligations of MRI, a 
guarantee that the plant will meet 
all environmental standards set 
as of January 1, 1979, a 
requirement that participating 
communities take in and ac- 
ceptable amount of solid waste as 
sel under the service agreement 
or pay a panalty fee, a promise 
thal each community will be able 
toset its own minimum amount of 
tonnage of waste, a right to a 
representative to monitor the 
service provided by MRI, and the 
option to continue to operate their 
current recycling facilities. 

Some of the conditions under 
which the plant will be built in- 
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clude a guarantee from the 
communities involved in the 
project to take in a total of 900 
tons of solid waste per day. This 
commitment must be made by 
December 31, 1981 or else the 
entire project will be scrapped. 
Currently 117 tons have been 
contracted, said Miley, but now 
that the New England Power 
Company and other contracts are 
in order, she feels certain that the 
900 tons can be secured. 

Any community that signed 
with the project after June’30 will 
be required to pay a 25 cent per 
ton* disposal fee surchatge for 
each month they delayed signing. 
The reason for this is to motivate 
communities to sign up as early 
as possible 

The facility will cost ap- 
proximately $74 million to build, 
while annual maintenance costs 
are expected to be around 
$2,718,000. UOP estimates that it 
will take 20 years to pay off the 
initial bond issue for the~con- 
struction of the facility. “At the 
end of 20 years,” said UOP 
spokesman John Phillips, “we 
will have a plant that is still 
operable... and a new service 
agreement can be negotiated.” 
The costs of construction and 
maintenance should be paid right 
from the revenues obtained 
through the sale of energy and 
metals produced and recovered 
from the plant. Since it is a 
“private ownership by MRI,” 
Phillips said, “UPO plans to 


Rec Commission and Selectmen bite the bullet 


The recreation commission and 
the selectmen collectively bit the 
bullet last Thursday. The result is 

that there will be money for 
‘ecreation in the Tewksbury town 
budget, but there will be much 
less than in former years. 

The parents of the youngsters 
who take part in the recreation 
programs are going to find 
themselves volunteering, in one 
way or another, to take part in 
cutting cost. It will be up to the 
rec commission and the parents, 
to see how more money can be 
raised for playground activities. 

Fifty-one thousand, six hundred 
and: nine dollars was cut from 
playground activities. There is 
$77,599 still on the books, Maybe 
the Finance Committee will 
approve and if the town meeting 
approves there will be money 
available for youth sports, but 
that is still in the future. 

Dick Birrelle, Mike Whelton 
and Ronald Desharnais 
represented the commission 
They were supported by 35 
residents who crowded into the 
selectmen’s meeting room. Those 
residents remained very quiet 
and listened to every word. 

The selectmen started their 
talk at 9:28 p.m. after having 
spent two and a half hours on 
other subjects. 

On Wednesday night the 
selectmen found out they had to 
increase the spending for 
assessing. They were not 
receptive to more increases. Dick 
Trueba and Tom Budrewicz voted 
no, for most of the meeting with 
the rec commission. 

The first vote was whether or 
not the recreation program was 
an essential service to the town. 
‘Lue vote was 3-2 against. It was 
not a pleasant way for the rec 
commission to begin the 
discussion. 

Last March the selectmen had 
voted the sum of $700 to pay ‘a 
secretary in order to keep the 
program going. The rest of the 
budget had been zeroed out. It 
was the first subject tackled by 
Mike Whelton 

The selectmen were told that 
the commission wanted a $5200 


salary for a part time recreation 
director. 

‘The selectmen were negative. 
They did not want to create 
another position, with civil ser- 
vice and retirement functions to 
consider. 

Dick Birrelle agreed. The lady, 
he said, would not work over 20 
hours a week, She would earn $100 
a week, but only as a part time 
worker. 

That was the beginning of a 
conversation that lasted 90 
minutes. The subject kept 
changing, but both sides stuck to 
their guns, quietly and-firmly. 

‘Let's be realistic’’ was one 
statement from  selectman 
Trueba. ‘We have to cut $1.5 
million. We all like sports. Come 
next April, if we are out of money, 
we are in trouble." 

Roland Desharnais pointed out 
that the commission had cut 
$11,000 in salaries. Trueba zero 
for salaries. Desharnais pointed 
out that the program has 3,500 
kids. “We want to prevent any 
vandalism in this town.” 

Whelton pointed out that the 
program supports 56 baseball 
teams, 26 soccer teams and 20 
hockey teams. Tewksbury has the 
lowest recreation budget in the 
Merrimack Valley, he told the 
selectmen. ‘Put the kids on the 
streets and you will have to hire 
18 cops to chase them!" 

That was one of the two oc- 
casions during the evening in 
which the audience applauded, 
and heavily. The other occasion 
was after Bill hallisey spoke up 
for youth baseball. 

The $5200 was voted by a 3-2 
margin. Dick Morris made the 
motion. 

Other items 

Seven hundred dollars will be 
spent for uniforms for the Pop 
Warner cheerleaders. The 
selectmen were told the same 
uniforms had been used for six 
years now. There will be no 
money for arts and crafts, nor for 
custodians. Girls softball will 
receive $3,000. Men's softball will 
get nothing. 

Whelton said football helments 
must be tested for strength and 
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sanitation under the provisions of 
a federal law. If any kid is hurt 
while playing in a non-certified 
helmet, it will be the town’s fault. 

Bill Hallisey told the rec 
commission that they would have 
to make up money, somehow. He 
suggested charging 50 cents for 
bus rides to the games. 

Dick Birrelle thought it would 
not be legal. He pointed out, too, 
that there is a policy in the 
franchise for soccer, which has to 
be observed. Desharnais spoke of 
getting more parents involved, 
and Hallisey observed that, of ali 
those in the audience, ‘there are 
no new faces.” 

There was a proposal to “go to 
zero’’ in little league. Mike 
Whelton opposed it. The little 
league as bean building up for 25 
years, and it just cannot be 
funded by business firms in 
Tewksbury. “Believe me, it’s a 
Shangri-La here!"* 

One Salary item was increased. 
It was sort of a surprise. The 
selectmen voted $234 more for the 
exceptional children program, 
increasing the total to $6094. The 
operating budget was cut $915, to 
$9,625. 

Everyone agreed that it was an 
essential program. Half the costs 
are reimbursed by the state. The 
$6094 figure was on a motion by 
Trueba. 

Youth Center 

The Youth Center, in the 
Livingston Street Park seems 
headed for closing. The board 
voted zero for salaries and only 
$180 for expenses. The money for 
expenses was so that the center 
can be closed up, after the town 
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meeting, if no other money is 
forthcoming. 

Budrewicz pointed out that the 
outside restrooms should remain 
in operation. With Hallisey and 
Morris on one side and Birelle on 
the other, it was agreed that, if 
some way, through the use’ of 
town counsel a way can be found 
to keep John Rosano at the

tipping fees..."’ A tipping fee is the 
money it costs to dispose of the 
waste, Phillips explained. 

Since the plant will be in North 
Andover, this community will 
receive a host fee, but other than 
that all the earned revenues and 
costs of the plant are divided up 
equally between the participating 
communities, Miley said. Each 
community will pay a $3 per ton 
transportation fee and will be 
reimbursed for each ton per mile 
of a straight line distance from its 
town or city hall to the plant. This 
is done to help equalize the costs 
of transportation for communities 
involved in the plant that are 
farther away 

Phillips said that he felt that 
one beneficial aspect of the plant 
is that the next few years most of 
the landfill that is currently 
available for dumping will “...be 
filled or closed down..." leaving 
communities very few alter- 
natives. A waste disposal plant 
such as the one proposed by UOP 
will not only eliminate the 
problem of solid waste dumping, 
but will also produce energy and 
revenue for the participating 
communities.

was constructed in Lowell in 1821. 
The date could not have been 
before then. 

That overland trade route came 
along what is now Salem Road, in 
North Reading, Wilmington and 
Tewksbury. And, on that Salem 
Road was the Pearson Tavern. 
That tavern became an overnight 
stopping point, for the teamsters 
in the Salem-Lowell trade. 

There are two probabilities, in 
an historical sense. The first is 
that the traffic was not extremely 
heavy. The second is that there 
were probably other overnight 
stops, as well as the Pearson 
Tavern. 

‘The Pearson Tavern is thought 
to date back to about 1737. The 
date is not absolutely certain. 

Possibly the man who con- 
structed the Pearson Tavern was 
Captain Kendal] Pearson, who 
arrived in what is now 
Wilmington back in 1722, He was 
a miller, who operated the mills 
of Mill Brook, where it crosses 
Middlesex Avenue, When his 


wife, Lydia Boardman died, in 
1737, he sold his home and it 
became a parsonage for the 
Congregational Minister, the 
Rev. Isaac Morrill. Captain 
Kendall remarried, a Wilmington 
girl named Lydia Jaques. 

Perhaps he built the Pearson 
Tavern at this time. Perhaps it 
was built by his son, the man 
known as Ensign Nathan Pear- 
son. 

Ensign Nathan probably lived 
in the tavern, as did his son, who 
became Major Aaron Pearson, 
about 1808. When the time came 
for the Salem-Lowell traffic 
Nathan had, seemingly, moved 
elsewhere - possibly to Maine, as. 
did many of Wilmington’s early 
residents. The records are not 
clear 

The owners of the Pearson 
Tavern, when the Salem-Lowell 
trade began were Major Aaron 
Pearson and his wife Dolly 
(Dorothy) Eames. A man who 
was a Major in the years of the 
second war with Britain is, of 
course, interesting. A lady who 
was named Dolly is also in- 
teresting. 


Dolly's mother was Dolly 
Gibson. She was from Lunenberg, 
and her husband, Samuel Eames 
II, had somehow gone to that town 
and they met and were married 
there. Samuel Eames II and Dolly 
probably lived in what was later 
called The Shamrock, the 
Colonial home which stood in 
what is now the Reading Co- 
Operative Bank parking lot. It 
had been the home of the first 
Samuel Eames, father of Samuel 
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Dolly Pearson's daughters

Years ago the writer wrote of a 
signature on a roof-beam, in the 
Pearson tavern, the name of 
Samuel Eames. There was 
speculation at the time, as to how 
that signature was made. There 
were several men in Wilmington 
named Samuel Eames. It now 
seems clear that the signature, 
which disappeared at the time of 
the 1965 fire, was that of Samuel 
Il. His daughter Dolly became 
Mrs. Aaron Pearson. 

Upstairs in the Pearson Tavern 
there are now a number of 
bedrooms. In the days when the 
teamsters (or maybe ox drovers) 
were travelling between Salem 
and Lowell there was one big 
bedroom, complete with two 
fireplaces. Those teamsters and 
drovers all slept in the same 


room. 

To tell of the second Dolly 

The Pearson Tavern property, 
at the time when she was its 
mistress, extended from Salem 
Street to probably beyond Route 
125, and between Andover Street 
and Ballardvale Street. One 
exception to this is the Gowing 
farm, now the home of the Arthur 
Jensen family. 

Dolly became the mother of 
seven children, one of whom was 
also named Dolly - a girl who 
married Padilla Beard of 
Stoneham, 

That's a sort of remarkable 
circumstance - three generations 
of women who had the name of 
Dolly, It sounds sort of jolly.

The other day I stopped into my neigh- 
borhood drug store to pick up an an- 
niversary card. {t was the first time I'd 
been by in some months, so I casually 
asked the druggest, whom I've known for 
a long while, how's business. He looked at 
‘me with a distraught expression and said 
not so good. His reply left me open to 
inquiring what he meant He said that 
he'd been robbed twice in one week, once 
with a gun, and that he'd been broken into 
five times since the beginning of the year. 
I immediately felt sorry for the guy, and 
like most people not knowing quite what 
tosay. I wished him better luck, and left 

At home, as I worked at my typewriter, 
I couldn't get the druggist’s story out of 
my mind, | kept thinking that what had 
happened to him Had happened just down 
the street from where I live. The event 
made me dwell on the bitter fact that this 
sort of thing is happening a lot lately 
around here. The truth is, the old neigh- 
borhood isn’t the same anymore, as local 
residents have echoed innumerable times. 

“Fifteen years ago — ten years ago 
you never heard about armed robberi 
taking place right down the street,” a 
neighbor who is also a customer of the 
local pharmacy told me later. “It puts 
fear into you, and it makes you think 
twice about leaving your house, even out 
here in the suburbs." Then as an af 
lerthought he added, “'I'm thinking about 
putting an alarm system in my house, and 
damn it, [ can remember just a few years 
ago I could go out for the day and not even 
lock my door! 

He's not the only person who's con- 
sidering taking on the heavy financial 
burden of an alarm system to protect his 
property. Nearly everybody I talk to these 
days is thinking along that line, if he 
hasn't already done so. The alarm 
business has never been better! 

All these preventive solutions aren't 
going to get rid of the problem, which is 
exacerbating aur neighborhoods at an 
ever so scary rate. (I'll address the 
question of whether there are any real 
solutions to getting rid of the problem 
later.) One of the principal reasons for 


increased crime in our neighborhoods 
ironically, is the positive factor that has 
brought a strong economic base to our 
area: industrialization Negative by 
products of all this growth are attractive 
Pickings for criminals and recognition of 
easy access to the area. Coupled with 
homeowner malcontent that results in 
laws like Proposition 2'% which reduce 
police protection at a time when it should 
be increased, one is faced with a society 
of anxiety-prone, fear-ridden citizens. 

Let's take a look at the “easy access” 
part of the problem which has made 
Woburn's neighborhoods, say, no longer 
what they used to be, The very assets that 
have made Woburn a very desirable 
location for firms that want to be based 
not far from Boston have also contributed 
greatly to its attractiveness to criminals 
They are its highways. The crossroads of 
commerce also make it easy for potential 
armed robbers and burglars to get into 
the city and out again without being 
caught, One might think that the 
existence of highways would mean more 
state police nearby if q serious crime 
were committed. But this isn’t always the 
case. I spoke to a state trooper who 
patrols the Rte. 93 area of Woburn, and I 
learned from him that at certain times 
there is only one cruiser covering the 
stretch between the New Hampshire state 
line and Boston. If an armed robber were 
aware of thase times and were touse Rte. 
88 as an escape route, what would be his 
chances of running into a state police 
patrol car? Even if backup help were 
summoned, it probably wouldn't be able 
to respond in time to prevent the robber 
from safely blending into the flow of 
traffic, This is not a criticism of the state 
police, who do a tremendous job of 
patrolling the highway; there simply are 
not enough cruisers available to cover the 
area in question and increase the odds of 
catching a criminal 

Then we must rely on the intervention 
of local police, right? Not necessarily 
Because according to local police, there

Second-grader Dawn grins proudly as 
she operates a tow truck lift. Nearby, 
amid giggles of delight {rom classmates, 
Jill puts on a helmet and safety glasses 
from an electric company truck. Across 
the street, Chris, a diminutive kin 
dergartener, sits in the driver’s seat of a 
large moving van and waves to his friends 
far below 

It is Vehicle Day for the students of 
Centerville Elementary School. And as 
they climb about on the trucks, van, cars, 
and tractors, they learn a littie bit about 
careers in the adult world A second 
grader wonders how the tow truck can lift 
up cars. A fifth grader examining a police 
car asks a policeman what he does when 
he arrests someone. 

Career education for grade-school 
students? Isn't that a bit young to be 
pushing jobs? Not at all, say some career 
education experts who believe it is never 
too early to start a child thinking about 
work in the adult world. Job and career 
awareness shauldn't be cultivated in one 
course for high school seniors, they 
maintain. Activities such as Vehicle Day 
enable young children to imagine what it 
might be like to mow grass with a tractor, 
fix wires from an electric truck, or cover 
news live from a mobile radio van. 

Grade-school children eat this up,” 
says Patricia Duffy, who runs the career 
education program for the Barnstable 
Public Schools, which includes Centerville 
Elementary, “This is the real world. They 
begin to learn why they have to know how 
to multiply and read Thase lessons 
become a reality through career 
education 

Acquaintance with the working world is 
being promoted by schools and other 
child-oriented groups, such as Boy Scouts 
of America and Girl Scouts of the USA. 
Jane Freeman, national president of Girl 
Scouts, says it is important for children to 
imagine a variety of careers 

‘The earlier a girl or boy starts 
developing an interest, the better," says 
Mrs, Freeman. “We're not trying to force 
a decision at eight or nine, but to give the 


child exposure to different careers. It's a 
great age to try things - dancing, biking, 
writing articles, or taking photographs. 

But though Schools or scout troops are 
important in teaching a child about 
careers, parents are the ones children 
turn to mest often to learn about work 

“Children talk to their parents about 
careers six times more often than they do 
to teachers or counselors," says Kenneth 
B. Hoyt, director of the division on career 
education in the US Department of 
Education. “Career education is too 
important to be left to educators.” 

And so many school districts and 
organizations are involving parents and 
community members in career education 
As a result, innovative things are hap- 
pening. 

“We have about 400 people (including 
many parents) we can call upon to come 
to the classroom or let us come to their 
work site," says Patricia Duffy. She has 
sent grade school students out to visit 
individual jobs 

“One fourth grader visited a com- 
munity college professor, who let her run 
off papers and come to the classroom. 
The girl even doffed her blue jeans and 
dressed up for the day. 

Community resources are keys to the 
success of many career education 
programs. When a parent comes in to 
talk, he or she can go beyond giving 
merely a textbook description of the job 
And with outside resources, teachers also 
become more aware of various careers. 

Instead of teaching career education 
separately, teachers revise lessons to 
infuse career ideas into everyday work 
says Dr, Hoyt. When students are working 
with words of more than one syllable 
teachers will use examples such as 
“carpenter” or “engineer.” In math, a 
teacher will ask how much change a 
postman will make if a customer uses a 
dollar bill to pay 27 cents in postage due. 

Parents can also help make their grade- 
school children more aware of jobs, says 
Dr. Hoyt. They can talk about the work 
people are doing at a grocery store. When 
in the city, parents can point out office 
buildings and discuss the work that goes

Crime hits the 
old neighborhood 


The other day I stopped into my neigh- 
borhood drug store to pick up an an: 
niversary card. It was the first time I'd 
been by in some months, so I casually 
asked the druggest, whom I've known for 
a long while, how's business, He looked at 
me with a distraught expression and said 
not so good. His reply left me open to 
inquiring what he meant. He said that 
he'd been robbed twice week, once 
with a gun, and that he'd'8teh broken into 
five times since the beginning of the year. 
I immediately felt sorry for the guy, and 
like most people not knowing quite what 
tosay, I wished him better luck, and left 

‘At home, as I worked at my typewriter, 
I couldn't get the druggist’s story out of 
my mind. I kept thinking that what had 
happened to him had happened just down 
the street from where I live. The event 
made me dwell on the bitter fact that this 
sort of thing is happening a lot lately 
around here, The truth is, the old neigh- 
borhood isn’t the same anymore, as local 
residents have echoed innumerable times, 

“Pifteen years ago — ten years ago ~ 
you never heard about armed robberies 
taking place right down the street," a 
neighbor who is also a customer of the 
local pharmacy told me later. “It puts 
fear into you, and it makes you think 
twice about leaving your house, even out 
here in the suburbs.” Then as an af 
terthought he added, ‘I'm thinking about 
putting an alarm system in my house, and 
damn it, I can remember just a few years 
ago I could go out for the day and not even 
lock my door!" 

He's not the only person who's con 
sidering taking on the heavy finaacial 
burden of an alarm system to proteet his 
property. Nearly everybody I talk to these 
days is thinking along that line, if he 
hasntt already done so, The alarm 
business has never been better! 

All these preventive solutions aren't 
going to get rid of the problem, which is 
exacerbating our neighborhoods at an 
ever so scary rate. (I'll address the 
question of whether there are any real 
solutions to getting rid of the problem 
later.) One of the principal reasons for

increased crime in aur neighborhoods, 
ironically, is the positive factor that has 
brought a strong economic base to our 
area: industrialization, Negative by 
products of all this growth are attractive 
pickings for criminals and recognition of 
easy access to the area, Coupled with 
homeowner malcontent that results in 
laws like Proposition 22 which reduce 
police protection at a time when it should 
be increased, one is faced with a society 
of anxiety-prone, fear-ridden citizens 

Let's take a look at the “easy access" 
part of the problem which has made 
Woburn’s neighborhoods, say, no longer 
what they used to be. The very assets that 
have made Woburn a very desirable 
location for firms that want to be based 
not far from Boston have also contributed 
greatly to its attractiveness to criminals 
They are its highways. The crossroads of 
commerce also make it easy for potential 
armed robbers and burglars to get into 
the city and out again without being 
caught. One might think that the 
existence of highways would mean more 
state police nearby if @ serious crime 
were committed. But this isn’t always the 
case. 1 spoke to a state trooper who 
patrols the Rte. 93 area of Woburn, and I 
learned from him that at certain times 
there is only one cruiser covering the 
stretch between the New Hampshire state 
line and Boston. If an armed robber were 
aware of those times and were to use Rte. 
93 as an escape route, what would be his 
chances of running into a state police 
patrol car? Even if backup help were 
summoned, it probably wouldn't be able 
to respond in time to prevent the robber 
from safely blending into the flow of 
traffic. This is not a criticism of the state 
police, who do a tremendous job of 
patrolling the highway; there simply are 
not enough cruisers available to cover the 
area in question and increase the odds of 
catching a criminal 

Then we must rely on the intervention 
of local police, right? Not necessarily 
Because according to local police, there

Second-grader Dawn grins proudly as 
she operates a tow truck lift. Nearby, 
amid giggles of delight from classmates, 
Jill puts on a helmet and safety glasses 
from an electric company truck. Across 
the street, Chris, a diminutive kin- 
dergartener, sits in the driver's seat of a 
large moving van and waves to his friends 
far below 

It is Vehicle Day for the students of 
Centerville Elementary School. And as 
they climb about on the trucks, van, cars, 
and tractors, they learn a little bit about 
careers in the adult world. A second 
grader wonders how the tow truck can lift 
up cars. A fifth grader examining a police 
car asks a policeman what he does when 
he arrests someone. 

Career education for grade-school 
students? Isn't that a bit young to be 
pushing jobs? Not at all, say some career 
education experts who believe it is never 
too early to start a:child thinking about 
work in the adult world. Job and career 
awareness shouldn't be cultivated in one 
course for high school seniors, they 
maintain. Activities such as Vehicle Day 
enable young children to imagine what it 
might be like to mow grass with a tractor, 
fix wires from an electric truck, or cover 
news live from a mobile radio van 

“Grade-school children eat this up,” 
says Patricia Duffy, who runs the career 
education program’ for the Barnstable 
Public Schools, which includes Centerville 
Elementary. "This is the real world. They 
begin to learn why they have to know how 


to multiply and read. Those lessons 
become a reality through career 
education 


Acquaintance with the working world is 
being promoted by schools and other 
child-oriented groups, such as Boy Scouts 
of America and Girl Scouts of the USA 
Jane Freeman, national president of Girl 
Scouts, says it is important for children to 
imagine a variety of careers 

“The earlier a girl or boy starts 
developing an interest, the better," says 
Mrs, Freeman. “We're not trying to force 
a decision at eight or nine, but to give the 


child exposure to different careers. It's a 
reat age to try things - dancing, biking, 
writing articles, or taking photegraphs. 

But though schools or scout troops are 
important in teaching a child about 
careers, parents are the ones children 
turn to most often to learn about work. 

“Childrer talk to their parents about 
careers six times more often than they do 
to teachers or counselors,” says Kenneth 
B. Hoyt, director of the division on career 
education in the US Department of 
Education. “Career education is too 
important to be left to educators."* 

And so many school districts and 
organizations are involving parents and 
community members in career education. 
As a result, innovative things are hap 
pening 

“We have about 400 people (including 
many parents) we can call upon to come 
to the classroom or let us come to their 


work site,” says Patricia Duffy. She has 
sent grade school students out to visit 
individual jobs. 


“One fourth grader visited a com: 
munity college professor, who let her run 
off papers and come to the classroom.” 
The girl even doffed her blue jeans and 
dressed up for the day 

Community resources are keys to the 
success of many career education 
programs. When a parent comes in to 
talk, he or she can go beyond giving 
merely a textbook description of the job 
‘And with outside resources, teachers also 
become more aware of various careers, 

“Instead of teaching career education 
separately, teachers revise lessons to 
infuse career ideas into everyday work, 
says Dr. Hoyt. When students are working 
with words of more than one syllable, 
teachers will use examples such as 
“carpenter” or “engineer.” In math, a 
teacher will ask how much change a 
postman will make if a customer uses a 
dollar bill to pay 27 cents in postage due. 

Parents can also help make their grade 
school children more aware of jobs, says 
Dr. Hoyt. They can talk about the work 
people are doing at a grocery store. When 
in the city, parents can point out office 
buildings and discuss the work that goes

Don't forget shelter trees 


By William Pacino 


In the battle to save heating oil in 
wintertime and keep the cool air inside 
during the summer. don’t underestimate 
the value of landscaping 

There is no doubt that careful planting 
of trees and shrubs around your house 
can both make your home warmer in 
winter- without using more oi! and cooler 
in summer- without using more elec 
tricity to power air conditioners 

Briefly, the idea is to protect the north 
side of the home: the south side if your in 
the southern hemisphere) with 
evergreens that block winter's icy blasts 


and the south-facing side with tall 
deciduous trees that cast cooling 
shadows in summer but let in needed sun 


and light during winter and early spring 

In addition, trees can be arranged so 
that they both fend off winter winds yet

Ground covers can provide an at 
tractive landscaping alternative for 
sloping, awkward areas, add vegetative 
variety to level terrain, help regulate foot 
traffic, limit soil erosion and, planted 
judiciously in combination with hedges.

Or plant succulent 
ground covers or other low-growing

(3) Keep the landscape and those ex 
posed areas under and around buildings 
clean by removing accumulated dry, dead 
litter under trees and shrubs; clean 
gutters regularly

Creening Rosemary (Rosmariuous 
officinalis prostrate) — A drought 
resistant plant that produces blue flowers 
attractive to bees. 

Wild Lilac (ceanothus) — Prefers 
poorer soils, dislikes summer water, 
provides a favorite cover for quail and 
small birds 

Four-Wing Salt Bush (Atriplex 
canescens) — Forms a low-growth that 
looks like a mat of smooth, green roses; is 
used on many Southern California 
ways as a firebreak 

Algerian Ivy (Hedera canariensis) — 
rapidly growing with large, glossy leaves, 
likes heat and sun, but must have water. 

For higher altitudes: 

Mountain Misery (sometimes called 
Bear Mat or Bear Clover) — aromatic 
plant with fern-like leaf and small, rose- 
like flowers, found at 3,000-to-5,000 foot 
elevation. 

Mahala Mat (sometimes called Squaw 
Mat or Squaw Carpet) — grows close to

Even with their ex 
cellent response time, an armed robber or 
burglar can easily plot his task at hand 
with minimal risk 

Here's how simple it would be for a 
potential armed robber to come into 
Woburn, pull his job and get away: he 
could call the local police and ask if they 
could have a cruiser sent to a minor 
motor vehicle accident at the corner of 
Montvale Ave. and Washington St. If the 
desk officer answers, "We'll have a car 
there in five minutes,” the robber knows 
there isn't a police car within a few miles, 
So he goes into a nearby gas station or 
liquor store, robs it, then disappears down 
Rte. 93. If the crook is really smart, he 
has another car waiting a mile away. The 
purpose of this illustration isn’t to give 
somebody an idea (if someone is going to 
commit an armed robbery, he's already 
thought all this out). The illustration is for 
thase honest persons who ordinarily don't 
think of these things to see how easily 
robberies can be pulled off in Woburn 
because of its access routes

A new old way of coping with garden pests 


Long before chemical pesticides, home 
‘ardeners practiced organic pest 
management, or controlling insects 
Without pesticides. Today, many gar: 
deners are concerned about the ef 
fectiveness and potential hazards of 
pesticides, For this reason, organic pest 
management is making a comeback as an 
alternative 


According to Kathy Carroll, hor 
ticulturist for the University of 
Massachusetts Cooperative Extension 
Service. organic pest management in the 
home garden can be both cheaper and 
safer than pesticides. “Chemicals are 
expensive, and if not used properly can be 
harmful tochildren and animals, They can 
be applied to the garden only under certain 
weather conditions and accurate records

There are several general methods for 
organic pest management. First, a clean 
and tidy garden is important. Many 
organisms find'shelter in or under plant 
debris. Keep your garden free of weeds, 
and remove all dead plant material to a 
compost heap. Don’t use too heavy a 
mulch on your garden. A thick mulch, such 
as hay, will keep out weeds, but will also 
harbor many insects 

Health is probably the best protection 
your crops can have against pests. A poor 
Soil produces poor plants, so keep your soil 
fertile with yearly applications of rotted 
organic matter. Have the soil tested every 
two or three years to determine lime and 
fertilizer needs, Soil tests are available at 
the University of Massachusetts 
Cooperative Extension Service West 
Experiment Station in Amherst 

Also, learn to recognize common plant 
diseases so that you can remove and 
destroy infected plants. Do not compost 
them — backyard compost heaps do not 
generate enough uniform heat to destroy 
either disease spores or weed seeds 

Know garden pests. Identification and, 
understanding of the life cycle of insects 
Will make control much easier and c: 
reduce or eliminate your need for 
pesticides. Most insects go through 
distinct changes in form during their life 
cycles. Control is easier if you know when 
each stage occurs throughout the year 
at which stage the insects are most 
destructive. and at which the easiest to 
kill, Your County Extension Service can 
help with identification, as well as provide 
information about insect life cycles 

The use of barriers is an old and ef

young seedling will deflect the route of the 
cutworm, Cheesecloth or screening tents 
are becoming increasingly common 
because they effectively keep many in 
sects away that are difficult or impossible 
to control without pesticides.

sum crops. since some light reduction is 
caused 

Another trick is to plant crops where no 
related crop has grown, because many 
pests remain in the soil over winter 

Look for vegetable varieties described 
as having resistance to the common plant 
diseases in your area. You may want to 
select your seeds from the catalog of a 
reputable company in a similar climate 
that grows its own seed. Several com 
panies now market seeds grown without 
pesticides or synthetic fertilizers 

Frequent visits to the garden will make 
manual removal of insects a quick and 
easy job, The best times to look are in the 
early morning or after dark. Pests may be 
crushed in your fingers or dropped into a 
jar of gas or alcohol. Look for the eggs of 
pests, but be careful not to destroy. the 
eggs of benef Proper iden:

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Nova Scotia combines sea and fun

Nova Scotia, a province of shipbuilding 
and shipwrecks, of fishing villages and 
sandy beaches, of lobster dinners, clam 
chowder, schooner racing and deepsea 
fishing, is steeped in — and proud of — its 
maritime way of life 

Almost totally surrounded by the sea, 
and with no community more than 56 km 
(35 miles) from the coast, the province's 
seafaring heritage dates back to the 
discovery of Cape Breton Island by John 
Chot in 1497. The era of fishermen, 
mariners and sea merchants had begun 

Five centuries later, the sea and its rich 
bounty continue to shape the history and 
economy of the province and the lives and 
lifestyle of its people, This summer Nova 
Scotia will pay special tribute to the sea 
by hosting a province-wide ‘sea’ lebration 
Feature attractions of this Seaside 
Spectacular will be lobster boils and clam 
bakes, harbor tours in sailing schooners, 
dory races and seaside festivals and, of 
course, endless stretches of sandy 
beaches and scenic ocean drives. 

For seafood lovers there will be 
clkinary treats galore. Locals boast you'll 

the world’s best clams ai the 
Economy Clam Festival, Aug. 7-9. For 
scallop aficionados, a visit to Digby — 
reputed to be the scallop capital of the 
world — during the Aug. 7-9 Scallop Day 
festival will include scallop shucking and 
filleting demonstrations and all the Nova 
Scotia scallops you can eat 

Lobster lovers will find their favorite 
Kourmet delicacy at various times of the 
year. If you're in the Pictou region in 
July, stop in at the Pictou Lobster Car: 
nival (July 10-11) and join in celebrating 
the end of the area’s lobster fishing 
season. 

One of the province's largest and best 
known festivals is the annual Nova Scotia 
Fisheries Exhibition and Fishermen's 
Reunion in Lunenburg. Attracting more 
than 60,000 visitors in 1960, this year's 
day event gets underway Sept 
Highlights include a 9-float parade. dorv

races across Lunenburg Harbour, net. 
mending and scallop-shucking contests 
and nightly entertainment at the Squid 
Jigger Pub. The festival winds up with the 
annual Seamen's Service, a time for Nova 
Scotians to reflect on the hazards of being 
a fisherman and on the importance of the 
fishing industry to their province. 

While in Lunenburg, visit Canada's only 
floating fisheries museum for an in-depth 
look at Nova Scotia's maritime heritage. 
The Fisheries Museum of the Atlantic 
offers a detailed history of the days of 
“wooden ships and iron men" and a 
chance to go aboard the museum's three 
floating vessels: The Theresa E. Connor, 
last of the great dory schooners; the Reo 
II, a rum-running vessel from the 
prohibition era; and the Cape North, first 
of the successful fresh fish draggers of the 
past Second World War era 

The town of Lunenburg has acquired 
fame beyond its size as home of the 
Bluenose, Canada’s most famous sailing 
schooner. This year marks the 60th an- 
niversary of the original Bluenase, which 
sailed for the last time in 146. As a 
tribute to her sailing feats — she never 
once relinquished the International 
Fishermen's Trophy during her 20-year 
racing career — her image has long been 
imprinted on the Canadian 10-cent coin, 
the dime 

Bluenose Il, an exact replica of the 
original schooner, is almost as well known 
across Canada as her predecessor. As 
Nova Scotia's sailing ambassador, she 
stops in at the province's ports and 
participates in special events. Last 
summer she sailed to Boston to help the 
city celebrate its 350th anniversary. This 
year she'll cruise Nova Scotia waters 
offering daily summer tours of Halifax 
Harbour 

Perhaps the best way to experience 
Nova Scotia's marine heritage is simply 
to drive along one of its scenic routes 
There are nine designated travel trails 
each different in scenery, history and 
lifestyle, and all coming in contact with a 
portion of the province's 6920 km (4,300- 


mile) coastline. 

Most famous of the scenic routes is the 
majestic Cabot Trail, circling the 
highlands of northern Cape Breton Island 
and revealing breathtaking seascapes 
from a highway that soars as high as 366 
™ (1,200 feet) above sea level 

Symbolizing the long relationship Nova 
Scotians have had with the sea are the 25 
lighthouses found along the Lighthouse 
Route, Highway 3, from Halifax to 
Yarmouth. For two-and-a-half centuries 
they have flashed their warning lights to 
fishermen and sea merchants, protecting 
many from the rough Atlantic seas and 
treacherous fog. Once fueled by whale oil 
and tended around the clock, today's 
lighthouses are moe sophisticated, but 
their vital role remains. 

The province's best known lighthouse is 
at Peggy's Cove. Set against a rugged 
seascape of barren rock and surging 
waves, it is reputed to be the most 
photographed lighthouse in Canada. It 
also has dhe distinction of being the only 
Canadiaflighthouse in which a post office 
is operated 

‘The ruins of Canada's first ~ and North 
America's second — lighthouse can still 
be seen near the existing lighthouse on the 
eastern arm of Louisbourg Harbour. Built 
by the French in 1731, it was designed to 
help guide supply ships and man-owar 
battleships to the massive Louisbourg 
fortress. 

The oldest lighthouse still in use in 
North America is believed to be the 
Sambro Light built in 1758. Today it 
beams out 38,6 km (24 miles) across 
Halifax Harbour using an airport rotating 
beacon 

Not all mariners survived Nova Scotia's 
rocky shoals. More than 3,000 shipwrecks 
have been recorded, some dating back 
several hundred years. One was the 18th 
century French naval ship carrving gold

and silver coins discovered off the coast of 
Louisbourg in 1965. These “treasure” 
ships, combined with very clear water in 
late summer and fall, make Nova Scotia 
waters a diver's paradise. 

Deep-sea fishing is another popular 
attraction with dozens of charter boat 
operators offering day-long excursions 
The big news this year is that the huge 
bluefin tuna — which virtually disap 
peared from Nova Scotia waters during 
the 1970s — have returned to St. George's 
Bay. Average weight of the mighty 
bluefins caught in 1980 was close to 408 kg 
(900 pounds) 

If it's a seaside bach you're pining for. 
Nova Scotia offers over 150 of them for 
sunbathing, swimming, clam-digging and 
skin diving. ‘For sun worshipers, the 
province boasts the warmest saltwater 
north of the Carolinas. Follow the Sunrise 
Trail along the Northumberland Shore 
and soak up the sun at one of 38 warm 
water beaches. For beachcombers, the 
waves of the North Atlantic wash ashore a 
fresh supply of deep-sea treasures each 
morning to beaches with names as in 
triguing as Clam Harbour and Smuggler's 
Cove 

Watching the ebb and flow of tides is 
another favorite pastime in Nova Scotia 
The highest tides in the world — the 
mighty tides on the Bay of Fundy — can 
vary by as much as 15 m (50 feet). For the 
best view, head out to Burncoat Head on 
the Gloaseap Trail when the moon is full 
and the tides are high
